It is the last of four such 
conferences to be held in the 
nation. 
HIGHWAY TOLL 
The four conferences are an 
attempt to do something about 
this country's highway toll. 
Last year, auto accidents killed 
38.300 Americans and injured 
1,350,000 and caused an eco­ 
nomic loss of four billion dol­ 
lars. • 
Knight recommended: 
1. Use Qf radar for speed en­ 
forcement. 
2. Chemical tests to deter­ 
mine alcoholic intoxication. 
3. Establishment of absolute 
maximum 
speeds for open 
highway. 
Knight said the need, for 
laws incorporating these con­ 
trols is most acute in the West, 
where .more families per cap­ 
ita own autos than in any other 
part of the country. 
DEATHS INCREASE 
Last year, he noted, traffic 
deaths in the 11 Western states 
rose more than 5 per cent. And 
for the first quarter of this 
year, the highway fatality toll 
in the area was 18 per cent 
greater than for the compar­ 
able period of last year. 
“Speaking for California,” 
Knight said, “we face the hu­ 
miliating distinction of killing 
more people with motor ve­ 
hicles this year than have been 
killed in any state in any year 
since the advent of the auto­ 
mobile.” 
He blamed public apathy for 
the failure of states and com­ 
munities to enact more strin­ 
gent traffic regulations. 
He urged all delegates to 
“sound out your neighbors and 
community leaders on their 
feelings” towards the three 
measures he proposed.

Brazil Students Riot 


In Fare Hike Protest 


RIO 
DE 
JANEIRO 
OP)— 
Troops and police fanned out 
across Rio early today with 
orders to stop a wave of sabo­ 
tage and mob violence touched 
off by students protesting a 
rise in trolley fares. 
At least 35 persons were in­ 
jured—three by police gun­ 
fire—and more than 600 street­ 
cars were wrecked in savage 
riots Wednesday and early to­ 
day. 
Scores of rioters were arrest­ 
ed, among them two staff mem­ 
bers of the Communist organ 
Imprensa Popular who, police 
said, were trying to “provoke 
further violence.” 


Stewart Morrison, a part- 
time correspondent for NBC 
television, said police forcibly 
confiscated his camera when 
he tried to take pictures of a 
streetcar convoyed by a motor­ 
cycle escort. 
The National High School 
and College Students’ Union 
scheduled a strike at noon to­ 
morrow unless their demands 
for a special fare are met. 
Students in the provincial 
city of Vitoria won fare con­ 
cessions through a similar out­ 
break last week, but President 
Juscelino Kubitschek vowed au­ 
thorities here will not sur­ 
render to violence. 


Mollet Faces 
Debate On 
Algeria Policy 


PARIS UP—France’s Nationa 
Assembly buckled down today 
to debate on the general poli­ 
cies of Socialist Premier Guy 
Mollet’s government. The spot 
light centered on the darkening 
Algerian crisis. 


Mollet has been authorized to 
call for

dence in his four-month-old 
regime. Thé ballot is expected 
next Tuesday. 
LITTLE DANGER 
Although no end appeared in 
sight for the bitter 18-month- 
old Algerian insurrection, Mol­ 
let’s government seemed in lit­ 
tle danger of falling at this 
point. 


The Senate threw its weight 
behind Mollet’s Algerian Resi­ 
dent Minister Robert Lacoste 
yesterday after getting a run­ 
down on his “pacification and 
reform” program for the tur­ 
bulent North African territory. 
Last night the Assembly 
subcommittee reported after 
examining the Algerian situa­ 
tion that it had “full confi­ 
dence in the minister resi­ 
dent.” 


364,000 TROOPS 
Lacoste, told the Senate that 
during June the number of 
French ground troops alone in 
Algeria would total 364,000 
men. 
“This force should permit us 
to win,” he said. 
A Senate investigation sub­ 
committee, meanwhile, filed a 
report warning that the Al­ 
gerian nationalists plan a large- 
scale operation early in June 
“to destroy harvests and starve 
the country.” 
The report added that the 
“battle of ideas has more im­ 
portance in the Algerian affair 
than that of arms.” 
Dispatches from Algeria last 
night told of heavy French 
losses inflicted by a strong reb­ 
el band which struck a lonely 
French outpost near Batna in 
the eastern part of the coun­ 
try. 


The French said they killed 
a large number of rebels, but 
no losses on either side w*re 
made public. 


U .N . Command Orders Truce 
Teams Leave South Korea 


COMBINED AP & UP 
PANMUNJOM, Korea — The 
United Nations Command to­ 
day ordered the neutral truce 
supervision t e a m s expelled 
from the Republic of Korea for 
flagrant Communist violations 
of the armistice and perversion 
of the truce teams’ role. 
The U .ft Command gave the 
teams one week to leave the 
Republic of Korea where the 


Polish and C z e c h members 
have been denounced by Presi­ 
dent Syngman Rhee as spies. 
There was no criticism of the 
Swiss and Swedish members. 
At the same time Britain dis­ 
closed the 16 nations making 
up the U.N. Command, which 
is headed by the United States, 
have turned down a new pro­ 
posal from Red China for a con 
ference to unite Korea and

WASHINGTON UPi — Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower today cau­ 
tioned his political supporters 
against complacency in this 
year’s eampaign. 
He urged them to work hard 
for continuance of what he 
c a l l e d 
his administration’s 
“great middle of the road phi­ 
losophy of government.” 
In an informal address at a 
citizens for Eisenhower nation­ 
al campaign conference, Eisen­ 
hower also called for election 
of a Republican Congress this 
fall to supplant the present 
Democratic control. 


' ROUSING OVATION 
Eisenhower got a rousing 
ovation at the start and at the 
conclusion of his remarks to 
an audience of about 500 per­ 
sons at the Statler Hotel. 
Eisenhower alluded to his 
heart attack last September 
and remarked that the only 
way he has now of knowing he 
was ill “is that the doctors keep 
reminding me.” 
The President s a i d he is 
ready to “go forward” into the 
campaign and to work cheer­ 
fully and energetically for vic­ 
tory in November. 


‘CLEAN GOVERNMENT 
The goal, he declared, is 
“clean government, good gov­ 
ernment, progressive govern­ 
ment that knows its place and 
doesn’t interfere with me as I 
go about my duties.” 
The last part of that remark 
brought a laugh. The President 
did not elaborate. 
The President reviewed in­ 
ternational events during the 
last three years and said much 
has been accomplished toward 
world peace. 
He mentioned the end of the 
Korean War and said America 
is determined to preserve its 
position “as a friend of all.”

Petitions To 


Go In Piecemeal 


The race to vote Novato into 
cityhood by November’s gen­ 
eral election will be quickened 
Monday 
when 
incorporation 
leader Fred M. Pechner starts 
feeding photostated petition 
signatures to the county clerk 
ahead of official petition-filing 
date. 


The move is a legal one. 
County Clerk George Jones 
said. “We will not accept Mon­ 
day as the official filing date, 
however,” he added. 


The action, announced today 
by Pechner, 
will give the 
clerk's office additional time to 
check signatures on petitions. 


1,200 SIGNATURES 
(He will submit about 1,200 
signatures. Names must repre­ 
sent 25 per cent of the regis­ 
tered voters and owners of 25 
per cent of the assessed valua­ 
tion in the area proposed for 
incorporation, the 75 square 
miles of North Marin Water 
District. At least 1,500 signa­ 
tures will be needed to allow 
for ineligible signers.) 
Pechner said he wants the in­ 
corporation issue on the No­ 
vember ballot to avoid the cost 
of a special election at a later 
date. There is no financial 
backing for the movement, he 
has said on several occasions. 
LITTLE TIME 
There is barely enough time 
to meet the deadline. Jones 
estimates several weeks will 
be needed to check signatures. ' 
The board of supervisors will 
need an unknown number of 
weeks to hold public hearings 
to decide the city’s boundaries. 
And the issue must be submit­ 
ted to the state for placing on 
the ballot at least 60 days be­ 
fore Nov. 8, Jones said.

movement was disclosed today 
by North Civic Council Presi­

Harvey 
Vicchio.

NMCC is in the process of ap­ 
pointing a committee to study 
the proposed 
75-square-mile

Dr. Kate Newcombe died 
yesterday in nearby Wausau 
when her 70-year-old heart 
“ simply played out” after she 
underwent surgery for a hip 
fracture. 


Her body was to be brought 
to Minocqua, 20 miles from 
Woodruff, 
today. 
Tomorrow 
her sorrowing townspeople will 
bury her. Appropriately, their 
last goodbye to Dr. Kate will 
be in the form of gifts. 
Town leaders asked mourn­ 
ers to bring memorial gifts for 
the hospital she built with pen­ 
ny contributions and for the 
nearby Boulder Junction Com­ 
munity C h u r c h , which she 
helped found.

Kate 
gained 
national 
prominence two y e a r s ago 
when she made a nationwide 
appeal for pennies to build a 
hospital for Woodruff. 
Woodruff had needed a hos­ 
pital for years and a group of 
school children started a fund 
drive for pennies. 
The drive fell about $50,000 
short. Then Dr. Kate took over. 
She appeared on a national 
television show, This Is Your 
Life, and appealed for pennies.

ETHICS KIT 
Now Even Religion Is 


Going 'Do-It-Yourself' 


NEW YORK (*>—Religion is 
adopting a do-it-yourself ap­ 
proach. 
The prime convert perhaps is 
the National Council of Church­ 
es, which is engaged in a pro­ 
gram aimed at helping Ameri­ 
cans to “live right” seven days 
a week. 
To get it established on a 
practical basis the council is 
using a “living right” kit that 
puts workaday ethical prob­ 
lems squarely up to the indivi­ 
dual for solution. 
The kits are used in discus­ 
sion groups. 
“Experience 
has 
shown,” 
says a council director, "“that 
the do-it-yourself approach to 
practical ethics has consider­ 
able appeal.” 
What are the kits like? 
Each is a collection of five 
film strips, five long-playing 
records 
and five discussion 
manuals. 
All the material deals with 
practical ethical problems any­ 
one is likely to run into. After 
the film is run, the members of 


the group discuss the problems 
from their own experience and 
points of view. 


Pilot discussion groups are 
already operating in more than 
20 states, and churches in 18 
Protestant denominations re­ 
port tremendous interest in the 
kit.

NEW YORK 
— Religion is 
adopting a do-it-yourself ap­ 
proach. 
The prime convert perhaps is 
the National Council of Church­ 
es, which is engaged in a pro­ 
gram aimed at helping Ameri­ 
cans to “live right” seven days 
a week. 
To get it established on a 
practical basis the council is 
using a “living right”' kit that 
puts workaday ethical prob­ 
lems squarely up to the indivi­ 
dual for solution. 
The kits are used in discus­ 
sion groups. 
‘‘Experience 
has 
shown,”

What are the kits like? 
BJach is a collection of five 
film strips, five long-playing 
records and five 
discussion 
manuals. 
All the material deals with 
practical ethical problems any­ 
one is likely to run into. After 
the film is run, the members of 


the group discuss the problems 
from, their own experience and 
points of view. 


Pilot discussion groups are 
already operating in more than 
20 states, and churches in 16 
Protestant denominations re­ 
port tremendous interest in the 
kit.

Sometimes it is difficult to make a 
se’ection of just one candidate from a 
list of aspirants to such an important 
job as U.S. Senator. It is not often that 
one particular man stands so head and 
shoulders above the other contestants 
that he practically dominates the field. 
Yet such is the case in California this 
year.

JUSTICE: During the course 
of more than 12 years as a 
judge in all trial courts from

tion of justice. 
My conclusion was reached 
long ago that what the over­ 
whelming majority of our

The administration of jus­ 
tice is by no means, however, 
limited to the conduct of 
judges. Inextricably woven in 
the fabric of justice are law­ 
yers and the law enforcement 
officers of the community. We 
have had a reputation, and I 
believe a well-deserved one, 
in Marin County for having 
attorneys of high standards 
and integrity practicing in 
our courts. 
Our law enforcement offi­ 
cers in all branches have been 
singularly outstanding, not 
only in enforcing our laws for 
the benefit of all, but also 
recognizing that the preven­

Congress To 


Activate Super 


Highways 


WASHINGTON (A — The 
nation is on the eve of a huge 
new super-highway program 
costing about 27% 
billion 
dollars over the next 13 
years, with the federal gov­ 
ernment putting up 25 bil­ 
lions and the states the rest 
It will mean a system of 
40,000 miles spanning the 
country, linking the main 
cities, with six, four and two 
lanes, overpasses, underpass­ 
es, and a minimum of stop­ 
lights. 
What will it bo like? Rep. 
Russell V. Mack (R-Wash) re­ 
cently painted a picture of It: 
“Thirteen years from now 
the American motorist can 
travel. . . northern Maine to 
the Mexican border south of 
San Diego, Calif., a distance 
of 4,500 miles over four-lane 
divided highways on which 
traffic will not be interrupted 
by a single stoplight.” 


SOUND ROMANTIC or far­ 
fetched? An official of the 
government’s B u r e a u of 
Roads, which will supervise 
the project, said, “No, that’s 
just about right.” 
In Congress, the House has 
passed a bill to set this system 
in motion. The Senate was 
due to pass a similar one. 
There will be differences be­ 
tween the two remaining to 
be ironed out. President Ei­ 
senhower is expected to make 
the measure law. 
Why such,a superhighway 
network? For one thing: de­ 
fense, or speed in case of 
war. For another: to meet 
traffic needs. Ten years ago 
there were 34 million regis­ 
tered vehicles on the high­ 
ways. Today there are 62 mil­ 
lions. In 10 years there will 
be about 85 million. 
But the 27% billion dollars 
for the superhighways is not 
all the money the government 
and states will spend on high­ 
ways. They will probably 
spend an additional 23 bil­ 
lions over the next 13 years 
on primary, secondary and 
urban roads. 
The federal 
government’s share should be 
about 36% billion do’lars. 


TH E FEDERAL govern­ 
ment and the states for years 
have been chipping in on the 
cost of primary (main, most 
traveled highways), secondary 
(less-traveled) and u r b a n 
highways going into cities 
roads. 
In this country there are 
now about 240,000 miles of 
primary, 500,000 miles of sec­ 
ondary, and perhaps 15,000 
miles of urban roads. Where 
does the new super-system fit 
into this picture? 
Of the 240,000 miles of 
primary roads, 40,000 will be 
designated as part of the In­ 
terstate system. Does that 
mean no new roads will be 
built, that the 40,000 miles of 
primary roads will simply be 
improved? No. 
Some of those 40,000 miles 
will be widened, straightened 
out, over passed or under- 
passed, 
or 
otherwise 
im­ 
proved. But about 32,000 
miles of new roads—which 
will 
become 
the 
primary 
roads—will be built. 


FOR EXAMPLE: a present 
primary road—or parts of it 
—may have to be diverted to 
make it shorter or more di­ 
rect. 
One official of the Bureau 
of Roads figured the program 
will mean employment for 
maybe 400,000 men a year 
working directly on construc­ 
tion and perhaps for 600,000 
a year in business connected 
with roadbuilding. 
This isn’t all free. Taxes 
are going up on motorists and 
truckers. For example: 
A boost of 1 cent a gallon to 
3 cents on the gasoline tax, 
special motor fuel and diesel 
fuel; an increase on the tire 
tax from the present 5 cents 
to 8 cents a pound; a new tax 
of 3 cents a pound on camel- 
back used for retreading; a 
rise of two percentage points 
—to 10 per cent—in the 
manufacturer’s tax on trucks, 
buses, and trailers; and a 
higher tax on trucks weigh­ 
ing over 26,000 pounds.
